— 18 generally expected that Zea- 
lots of every Party, who dif- 
fer from others in Point of 
Religion, ſhould be the ſtrict- 
1 eſt in their Morals, and very 
devout in their Way, for the 
credit of their Cauſe; eſpecially if their Zeal 
riſe to ſuch a Height, as to make them expoſe 
themſelves to be Confeſſors, or Martyrs, for 
their Opinion. How well the Perſons, we 
here treat of, obſcrved this Rule, will appear 
by what follows. 
"I he following Diary of their Behaviour 
was taken by an honeſt Gentleman, who had 
the Opportunity, as well as Curioſity, to ob- 


ſerve them. It were to be wiſh'd, that the 


like Care had been taken to inſpe& rhe Con- 
du& of the reſt of the Tribe in the other Pri- 


ſons, where, according to the general Obſer- 


vation of all who {aw them, their Demeanour 
was much the ſame. 
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It appeared by their Behaviour, as ſoon as 


brought to Newgate, that they were fit fot 
Bedlam, as the Lord Derwentwater told one of 
His Majeſty's Officers at Barnet, tho il 
Lordſhip might juſtly have added, that they 
were fitter for Bridewell. To prove this, we 
need only quote a Writer of their own Stamp, 


the Author of The Hiſtory of the Preſs-Yard, 
who, tho' he has ſtrain'd his Wits to make 


ſome of them paſs for Heroes, and others of 
em for Saints, yet owns, p. 84. © Thar while 
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ce they flatter'd themſelves with Hopes of 


Life, which they were made to believe 
were the neceſſary Conſequences of a Sur- 
render at Diſcretion; they did, without 


any Retroſpect to the Crimes they were 


committed for, live in ſo profuſe a manner 


and fared ſo Voluptuouſſy, thro' the Means of 
daily Viſitants, and Helps from Abroad, 
that Money circulated very plentifully; and 
while it was difficult to change a Guinea 
© almoſt at any Houſe in the Street, nothing 


was more eaſy than to have Silver for 
Gold to any Quantity, and Gold for Silver 
in the Priſon; thoſe of the Fair Sex, from 
Perſons of the firſt Rank to Tradeſmens 
Wives and Daughters, making a Sacrifice 
of their Husbands and Parents Rings, and 
other precious Moveables, for the Uſe of 
thoſe Priſoners ; ſo that, till the Trial of 
the condemn'd Lords was over, and that 
the Earl of Derwentwater and Viſcount Keu- 
muir were Beheaded, there was ſcarce any 


* thing to be ſeen among them, but flaunting 


Apparel, Veniſon-Paſties, Hams, Chickens, 


and other coſtly Meats, with plenty of 
Wine.

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This was ſo far from the Behaviour of 
Men, that pretended to ſuffer for Principles 
of Conſcience, that it look d more like the 
Practice of the barbarous Americans, who, be- 
ing made Priſoners of War, pamper them- 
ſelves with the greateſt Dainties, that they 
may become a better Feaſt for the Cannibals 
who eat them. 5 5 

Another Inſtance of the Madneſs and "IH 
lence of thoſe Wretches, is, what the ſame 
Author glves of young Bottair, p. 71. where, 
after having repreſented him as a Beauty and 
Hero, he tells the following Story of him, 
«© That when the Clerk of the Priſon, who 


« was deſirous to eaſe him as ſoon as he 


* cond, cut the, Cords with which he was 
<« pinion'd, when brought to Newgate, he 
«© ſpoke thus: By my Saul, Man, you ſhou'd. 
ce not have done that, but have kept the Cord 
e whole, that I might either have been hang d 
« with it, or have it to ſhow, if I eſcape the 
« Gallows ; how I have been led like a Dog 
in a String for twice Two Miles together? 
< But ſince it is done, there is no Remedy ; 
« and my next Care is to know what Priſons 
my Followers are confin'd in, which I muſt 
« defire you to make enquiry about, ſince 
ce they-are brought ſo many Miles from home, 
out of obſervance to my Orders, and 1 
© hold my ſelf obligd to ſee they do not 
„ want. 

The Author pretends to have been "Bottair $ 
Chamber. Fellow, and therefore to write what 
he does from his own Knowledge. By this 
we may ſee how little Bottair deſerv'd the 
Clemency he met with, and how groundleſs 
the Complaints of the Faction are, that the 
Priſoners were us'd with Severity. Our 


Our Author indeed ſays, p, 78. that many 
of em paid for the Liberties allow'd them, 
and particularly that Mr. Forſter and Mr. An- 
derton paid 5 J. a Week each, for their Lodg- 
ing and Diet at the Governor's Houſe ; and 
that tho' the reſt of the Chiefs, as Colonel 
Oxboreugh, Brigadier Mackintoſh, the two Tal- 
bots, Shaftoes, Wogan, Captain Menzies, and 
others, were clapt up into Places of leſs Ac- 
commodation, yet they advanc'd more Mo- 
ney for em than wou'd almoſt have paid the 
Rent of the beſt Houſe in St. James's Square, 
or Piccadilly, for ſeveral Years. The Author 
of the Diary ſays, Mr. Forſter paid Sixty. 


Guineas for Lodging in the Governor's Houſe. 


Mr. Anderton Twenty Five for keeping off his 
Irons. Mr. Widdrington, Mr. Ratcliff, and o- 
thers, Twenty Gyineas a- piece at their firſt 
coming in, for the like Favour; and every 
one that wou d not be turn d to the Common 
Side, Ten Guineas each, beſides Two Gui- 
neas, One Guinea, and Ten Shillings per 
Man for every Week's Lodging, tho' in ſome 
Rooms Ten Men lay in Four Beds; ſo that 
 *twas computed, that in Three or Four 
Months Time, Three or Four Thouſand 
Pounds were paid on this Account, beſides 
valuable Preſents given in private, and among 
others, a Stone Horſe. . . 
The Author of the Diary obſerves alſo, that 
the Rebels Friends were very generous to the 
Turnkeys. _ 5 
The Priſoners being thus fed with Money, 
and hopes of Life, tis the leſs to be won · 
der'd at, that they had no Senſe of their Crimes, 
eſpecially ſince their Friends plyd them ſo 
hard with Wine and luxurious Diet, that the 
Author 
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Author of the Diary ſays, they had every 


Day, at firſt, variety of the choiceſt-Eatables 
in the proper Seaſons, and that too as early as 
the greateſt and niceſt Ladies, fo that 40s. for 
a Diſh of Peaſe and Beans was nothing in 


their Pockets, and a Difh of Fiſh of 30 5. 


with the beſt Fren:h Wine, and every thing 
in Proportion, was an ordinary Regale. Be- 
ing thus pamper'd, like high fed Horſes, we 
are not to wonder that they neigh'd after their 
Female Viſttors, who were very numerous, 


and liberal enough of their Favours. *Tis not 
to be ſuppos'd, that a Champion ſo noted for 
the Cauſe as Captain Sie, was neglected; for 
he had his full Share of thoſe Treats, which 
ſoon made his Cloaths too little for his 
Corpſe, tho now that he has loſt his Com- 


pany, he is reduc'd to his ordinary Size. 


| Their pamper'd General and his Adhe- 
rents ſtanding in need of Diverſion to create 


an Appetite, they by chance pitched upon 


the noble Game of Shuttlecock, at which the 


valiant Forſter beat every one who engag'd 
him; ſo that he triumph'd with his Feathers 


in the Priſon, tho' he coud not do it in the 


Their Gaiety however began to abate, af- 


ter the Execution of the two Lords, and that 
they themſelves received Orders to prepare 
for Trial; then their Jacobite Courage did 


quickly appear in its proper Colours; they 
knew that, in ſuch Circumſtances, one pair of 


Heels was worth two pair of Hands; ſo 
that having as little Stomach to die for the

only prevented their dearly beloved Practice 
of running away, but occaſiond ſome of em 
to be put in Irons, to the Ruſt of which they 
added by their Tears, and the Water that 
came from the Knees of their Breeches. 
March 23. All, or moſt of the Priſoners, 
were releaſed from their Fetters. Whether 
they paid: for this Fayour is not material; but 

it was a ſufficient Proof of the Lenity of the 
Government; for had this Fayour been forbid 

by thoſe in Power, the Keepers durſt not 
have preſum'd to grant it; and every one 

knows, that the Priſoners: taken at the Duke 
of Moumonth's and the Earl of Argyle's Inſur- 
rections, inſtead of being us d with 1 Mild- 

neſs, were treated with the utmoſt Barbarity.

April 10. Mr. Forſter abus'd the Liberty 
which was allow d hiin by Governor Pitt, and 
made his Eſcape as follows : His Servant had 
taken an Impreſſion in Clay of the Key of 
Mr. Pitt's outer Door, aud got one made ac- 
cordingly: While Forſter and Anderton were 
drinking French Wine with Mr. Pitt, Forſter 
ſent his Man for a Bottle of his own Wine 


to make up the Treat, and on Pretence of 


going to the Vault, he went out of the Room. 
The Fellow, according to Order, had lock d 


up Mr. Pitt's Black in the Cellar, as he went 


down with him to bring up the Bottle, and 
then ſtay d at Mr. Pitts outer Door, till Mr. 


Forſter came, and both went out together, 
having lock d the Door on the Outſide; and 


left the falſe Key in the Lock, to prevent 
their being ſuddenly purſued: They got to 
Prittlewell in Kent next Morning by Four a 
Clock, with two more Horſemen, that were 


ready to attend them; and having a Veſlel 


provided at Leigh, went over to France. By 
this it appears, that Mr. Forſter was much 


better skill'd in contriving an Eſcape, than 


leading an Army; which ſhews the Weakneſs 
of the Pretender, and his Council, who put 
ſo great a Truſt in the Hands of a Perſon 
who was altogether {o unfit for it, and never 
made any other Campaign, but to hunt a Fox, 
and drink down his Companions.

Diſturbance, and one of the Centinels fir'd his 
Piece to give notice to the reſt, upon Suſpicion 
that the Priſoners were attempting to break out. 

May 14. An Officer of the Guards, and 


two others, converſed with the Rebels all 


Day; and being humourſom and abuſive ta 
the new Keepers, becauſe they were ſo careful 
in looking after their Priſoners, they complain- 
ed to the Lord - Mayor, who thereupon order d 
that no Officer ſnould afterwards be permit- 
ted to viſit the Priſoners, without Leave from 
a Secretary of State. The ſame Day Colonel 
Oxborough was excuted, and his Head brought 
back to Newgate, in order to be fixed on Tem- 
ple-Bar. | 
May 15. Mr. Taylor, commonly called the 


Bridewell Attorney, being chiefly employ'd by 
the Rebels, came to pay them à Viſit, left 


his Sword, worth 5 J. with a Centry, and at 
his Return, found it exchanged for a Mourn- 
ing Iron-hilted Sword, worth about 18 4. 
which moſt People thought ſuited his Cha- 
racer better. The Officer, who was guilty 
of ſo much ill Conduct Yeſterday, was this 
Day ſubmiſſive and ſorry for his Offence.

That ſame Day 
Iſaac Dalton, Printer of that feditions Libel 


called the Laſt Shift, ſent a Letter to Newgate 


by one Anne Leonard, - a Pariſh-Penſioner in 


Ratcliff Highway, wherein he deſited the Gen- 


tlemen in Priſon to ſtand by him, and ſub- 


ſcribe, or elſe he muſt drop his Paper for want 


of Money to carry it on. The Letter was 


intercepted by Mr. Carleton Smith, and direct- 


ed to one Brown, Servant to Captain Booth, 


who was committed on ſuſpicion of High- 


Treaſon, and had frequent Intercourſe with 


the Rebels. By this we may ſee how, and by 
what Party, our traiterous and ſeditious Pa- 


pers have been and are ſtill upheld, as well as 


for what End they are carry'd on.
